National Guardsmen Not in 
Service to Be Given 
Charge 

Nashville, T#nn., July 13— A 
telegram from the war diepartn-ent 

ordering the mustering in of oHicers 
of the national guard as recriiitiiic 
oilicers was received It the (.liii i- 
the adjutant genenel this mornini;. 
This communication indicates that 
the army officers are determined to 
recruit all of the men possible for 
service with the state contingents ev- 
en after these contingents have left 
4oT the border. 

The telegram received at the office 
of the adjutant- general is as follows: 

"Under iustructions of the war de 
partment you are requested to sub- 
mit by telencaph the names of well- 
instructed national giurd otTicers not 
to exceed three for each regiment and 
one for each separate battalion or 
separate unit now in the service of 
the United States, to be mustered in 
as recruiting officers.

Please select also one sergeant, one 
corporal and one private for each re 
cruiting officer district, these officers 
and enlisted men to report at once to 
mobolization camp in your state for 
muster in. physical examination, as 
signmeiit to station and instructions."

By carrying out these orders it will prevent the Board from 
having to take the further steps necessary to safeguard the health of 
our City.
